The Important point In 
this process Is that by dcvelopine 
new, resistant etrnlns, the seed do 
not have to be Irradiated "every 
year. A natural immunity appears 
to have lieen built up. 

Com lends Itself most readily to 
experltnenta on chatigea In plant 
heredity through^ radiation mutn- 
tlons, iDr on grains or tt single car 
are 300 "children" from two "par- 
ents."
